County Judge Arthur Dixon 
has assured interested persons 
that the county will try to find 
money to keep the county li- 


‘brary and bookmobile program 


in operation. 


County School Superintend- 
ent W. B. Hall, chairman of the 
library board, said Judge Dixon 
told him he hoped the county 
could: find #550 to devote to 
the library program during the 
current fiscal year. 

There is some question, how- 
ever, as to whether the $550 
will be enough. The state sends 
$850 yearly to the local pro- 
gram. But to get that state 
money, the county fiscal court 
must put up an equal amount. 
Officials are hopeful, however, 
that the state will be willing to 
count as a county contribution 
the $300 in rent charged to but 
not actually paid by the library. 
Unless the rent is counted, the 
$550 may not be enough. 

The library crisis was discuss- 
ed at a meeting of the Whites- 
burg Development Association, 
to which both Hall and Dixon 
were invited. Dixon was out of 
town and unable to attend the 
meeting. 

The $550 is a substantial re-

The city council has directed 
its attorney, Leroy Fields, to 
draw up an ordinance which 
|would impose a monthly tax 
of $1 upon each household to 
pay for the collection of gar- 
bage 

The fee was proposed by 
Councilman Jack Cox as one 
means of meeting the city’s need 
for additional revenue.

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WILL WE LOSE OUR LIBRARY? 


Residents of Letcher County often take pride in believing 
that they are at least a step ahead of their Eastern Kentucky 
neighbors in many of the things that go to make a community 
a worthwhile place in which to live. The belief often is founded 
on fact. In per capita income and in the over-all level of educa- 
tion, Letcher county holds an edge over its neighbors. 


Another thing we have had to take pride in has been our 
county library and its bookmobile program. Although it is in- 
adequate in many respects, the library nevertheless has been 
able to perform a very real service to the young people of our 
county. Four thousand times last month, someone looking for 
knowledge or entertainment borrowed a book from the library 
and its bookmobiles. 


Now the library program is about to fall on its face. It has 
been financed through a small appropriation from the fiscal 
court, a grant from the state and a grant from the county 
school board. 


The present fiscal court has not seen its way clear to grant- 
ing funds for continued operation of the program. The amount 
of county money involved is small, only 12 hundred dollars. 
But, without that appropriation of county tax dollars, there 
will be no state funds. The state won’t send its tax dollars to 
support our local library unless we are willing to furnish tax 
dollars of our own. 


We recognize that dollars are scarce, and that the fiscal 
eourt has at least 10 demands for every dollar it has available. 
But the county has too much to lose in the bookmobile pro- 
gram not to make every attempt to find the needed dollars. 


At the very time when the need for a more adequate school 
system is being demonstrated through Russian scientific tri- 
umphs, Letcher county is about to take a tremendous” step 
backward educationally. The closing down of public libraries is 
scarcely the answer to our great need for improved education. 


We suspect that the fiscal court would not have taken funds 
from the library if it had been convinced there was a public 
demand and public support for the program. It is up to t 
people of the county to demonstrate to the court members that 
they are wrong. Surely the various civic clubs and PTA’s 
throughout the county will not sit idly by while the county 
loses one of its most valuable assets. Or will they? 


A WISE DECISION 


We congratulate Letcher Fiscal Court for its decision to 
give social security protection and benefits to county officers 
and employes. Cost to the county will be small, but the return 
in terms of security and peace of mind for those affected will 
be beyond measure. 

The city council of Whitesburg has indicated that it will 
follow the county’s example. We hope they do. We see no 
reason why clerks and other employees of the two governments 
should be denied the retirement benefits that long have been 
standard in private business.

As I sit here at the typewrit- 
er this morning it is difficult 
for me to keep from watching 
those big flakes of snow com- 
ing down.

And luck 
ily some new information has 
just come in on how to control 
this static. In cold dry weather, 
blouses, slips and dresses made 
of the newer manmade fibers 
have a tendency to cling to the 
body, due to what is commonly 
called static. To reduce this con- 
amount of a liquid detergent, 
wash and rinse the garment in 
the usual manner, then in the 
final rinse water add a small 
amoun tof a_ liquid detergent, 
fabric softner, or a special anti- 
static agent, following direc- 
tions on the container. 

Liquid detergents and fabric 
softners can be bought in most 
food or grocery stores, and the 
antistatic agents at notion count- 
ers in drug or department stores.

Stacks of pretty soft bath 


towels at reduced prices during 
January white sales are tempt- 
ing to almost any thrifty house 
wife, but don't make your se- 
lection on price alone, Consid- 
er also the weight, length of 
pile, the weave, border and 
color 

Compare the weight by fee! 
ing several towels, then choose 
one of medium weight. Towels 
with a thick heavy pile are hard 
for children to handle, and are 
also harder to keep clean. Loops 
that are about one-fourth inch 
long are satisfactory. Longer 
loops may pull out. 

Examine the basic weave e of 
the towel to see whether it is 
close and tight or loose and 
open. A tight, close weave will 
keep the loops firmly in place 
Hold the towel up to the light 
to see that the light comes 
through in evenly, rather than 
in uneven spots.

A closely woven sel- 
vage wears best; however hems 
that are stitched with close ev- 
en stitches and with corners 
back-stitched will give service.

RECIPE OF THE WEEK 


Por an adequate amount of vitamin C in your diet during 
the winter months include extra servings of foods that are rich 
im vitamin C. The advice comes from Miss Elizabeth Helton, UK 
Extension foods specialist, who explains that this vitamin actual- 
ly helps hold the cells of the body together, like cement be- 
tween bricks. A lack of it may show up in any place in the body— 
the skin, teeth, bones, muscles, blood vessels or blood. 


It is important to have a daily supply of this nutrient, as 
the body can store only very small amounts. It is easily destroyed 
in cooking, although much of it is preserved in modern process- 
ie 

Important sources of vitamin C (also called ascorbic acid) 
are ail citrus fruits, tomatoes, strawberries, pineapple, raw cab- 
bage, broccoli, kale, turnip and mustard greens, Irish and sweet 
potatoes and green pepper. 


TANGERINE SALAD 


1 pkg orange flavored 1 ¢ reconstituted frozen 
gelatin , orange juice 
1 ¢ boiling water 1 ¢ tangerine sections 


Dissolve gelatin in water. Cool slightly and add orange 
juice. Chill until slightly thickened, then fold in tangerine sec- 
tions. Chill until firm and serve on lettuce. Cut-up orange sec- 
tions or canned mandarin oranges may be used. If the latter, 
drain the fruit, then use the juice in the salad.

Chemical Plants | 
Show Increase 


Frankfort — Kentucky’s con- 
tinuing to get a sizeable share 
of the mushrooming growth of 
the chemical industry, and pros- 
pects are “good” for an accel- 
eration of this trend, a state 
agency has reported. 

The Department of Economic 
Development said 13 new chem- 
ical plants, costing more than 
35 million dollars, were plan- | 
ned or began production in Ken-' 
tucky during 1957. This is more 
than one-quarter the total out- 
lay invested in chemical produc- 
ing facilities in the State for 
the nine-year period, 1947 to 
1956, the agency said 

The increase in workers, the 
agency added, will boost total 
employment in Kentucky’s 
chemical industry to just under 
12,000, almost triple what it 
was 10 years ago. 

The State’s employment-rank- 
ing in the chemical field in the! 
past decade has jumped from} 
27th to 21st nationally and from 
Sth to 6th in the 11-state South- 
east, said the department
